JT was said that His is. Excellency the Governor- 
Genéral was to address a luncheon of Vancouver 
returned soldiers recently. The papers were filled 
with it—it was spoken of on the streets and in ex: 
Service men’s clubs. 

Perhaps he did, | didn’t see him, or hear him, But 
I heard Lieut.-Col. John Buchan speak to his com- 
rades-in-arms in a language they understood—in a 
tongue that spoke of that indefinable bond that 
links all old soldiers in a common fellowship. 

A bond stronger than self. . . stronger even than 
the love of life. 

I saw near a thousand men gathered to hear a 
message from their comrade who is now the (per- 
sonal representative of their King. Men too old now 
—and too scarred by bitter experience—to be of 
active use to their country, but whose hearts are 
as stout as ever and who would not sell their mem- 
ories for all the world’s gold. 


A SOLDIER'S TRIBUTE 
. To these men spoke Lieut.-Col, Buchan—once a 
trooper in South Africa—in their own language. 

“lam deepiy grateful to you,” he said, “for ar- 
ranging this great gathering for me. . . I think there 
is no other gathering that can be wholly above sus- 
picion, but old soldiers.” 

He was touched. You could see it—deeply touch- 
ed. The King’s representative was touched by the 
tribute of men who “had known hardness” and had 
been ready “to pass from the sight of men by the 
path of glory” ... asking nothing for themselves 
but that those. who came after would see to it that 
life would be better—kindlier—more abundant. 

There was vibrant in the room a feeling that 
these men were still ready to serve where they 
could . .. in assisting less fortunate comrades... 
in the theatre of everyday life. 

And he laid a duty upon us. 

SERIOUS NOTE 

In his dry Scottish manner ,for which he is fam- 
ous, Colonel Buchan told stories that aptly illus- 
trated his points .. . but his address was not hum- 
orous. It was underlaid with a note o1 seriousness 
as'he looked: at the world. 

“The poor old world is in worse chaos today than 
ever before,” he said, “more. broken and more 
bitter.” : on ek. a 

‘So it was cick eiiSld sebtlnrs tothe a xock. of 
common-sense in the whirlpool of international 
passions . .. a balance between hysteria and apathy. 

“There is no bond,” he told us, “like the bond 
that unites men who have served in a campaign.” 

And: he said that a thing that has long needed 
to be said. He said that the world would be poorer 
—if wars ceased to come—uniess the virtues of the 
soldier sould be brought into peace, The virtues 
of self-sacrifice and eeriolee.

Canadians Excel In Air 


IT will not come as a surprise to most people 
to hear that Canadians are regarded as firs: class 
avaitors. This applies not only to the veteran flyers 
of the R.C.A.F., but to the younger pilots, and even 
the still untried. talent of the country, Canada, it 
seems, can produce the best airmen in the world. 
One reason given is that our experienced flyers are. 
used to long distance flights, On many of the routes 
one slip of judgment would drop them in isolated 
country from which there might be no escape, and 
they learn to be forearmed and careful. Such haz- 
ards as many have learned to take in’ their daily 
stride, develops resourcefulness to a keen degree. 
The preliminary training must be excellent, because 
there are remarkably few casualties, considering 
the demands of, Canadian flying Another contention 
is that they are well schooled in high flying. The’ 
nature of the country, and atmospheric conditions, 
encourage this facility,—Vulcan Advocate.

relative who was in charge of the 
soldier's home with or ‘without chil- 
arn ‘before enlistment, and where the 
board decides that it is advisable the 
home shall be continued, 

* “No ‘matter how high an officer's 
ratik, his wife will not get more than 
$60 a month dependent’s allowance, 
this being the amount allowed for all 
officers above the rank of major. 
Majors’ wives will get $55 a month, 
captains’ wives $50, lieutenants’ $45, 
warrant officers’ $40, and all other 
ranks’ $36. 

Absolutely no discrimination exists 
between the children, whether the 
child of an officer or private soldier. 
The allowance for children is $12 per 
child, 

The new rates have been drawn up 
by expert paymasters of the national 
defence, all of them with war service 
and most of them with paymaster ex- 
perience, The new schedule is consid- 
ered the fairest rates extant and 
makes the Canadian soldier the best 
paid,

In ready fulfjlment of the offer 
of their services by Sir Edward 
Beatty, president of the Boy Scout 
Association, and prompt acceptance 
by the Prime Minjster, the 100,000 
Canada are preparting to carry out 
their obligation of “duty to God and 
the King” by rendering every pos- 


sjble non-military wartime home 
service. 
That this service will prove of 


value is indicated by the record of 
Scout servicé during the Great War, 
but for which many important civil- 
jan activities would have moved at a 
@ much lower pace, partcularly in 
1914, In practically every city and 
town trained and unjformed Scouts 
were available in troops ,or singly ,to 
run messages w2 wheel or afoot, to 
help at a refreshment booth, a baz- 
aar, a fund-raising entertainment; to 
usher at meetings, or wash dishes 
in a Red Cross kitchen, 

As the general war work develop- 
ed their activities broadened, They 
were used in connection with Victory 
Loan campaigns ,and Red Cross, Y. 
M.C.A,, and other patroitic fund 
drives. They met troop trains, and 
acted as guides and messengers, La- 


and wounded, carried their luggage, 
and assisted in every way possible, 

At Haljfax, Sajnt John, Quebec 
and Montreal, they met hospital ships. 
In the country districts they aided 
farmers whose farm hands had jojn- 
ed up. Many city boys also did long 
weeks of farm labor, through the 
harvest or the friut season ,without 
pay, or turned their earnings over to 
the Red Cross.
